PICTURE BOOKS anpd PICTURE STORY BOOKS 
Bicknell, Anne Guthrie FLOWER FOLK Putnam-Minton, Balch 


A béautiful piece of book making, sixty-six exquisite colored illustra- 
tions somewhat dramatizing familiar garden flowers, and verse which - with rather 
careful consideration - is intended to give facts about the flowers. A painless 
way to take first steps in garden lore. (Published) $2. 50 


Bryan, Dorothy & Marguerite TAMMIE AND THAT PUPPY Dodd, Mead 


* The Bryans have a gift - jointly - of producing very lovable small dogs, 
and Tammie (do you remember the time Le went for a ride?) is this time shown as 
having his nose put out of joint by a new puppy. Sure fire for small dos lovers - 
their name is legion.

Credle, Ellis PIG-O-WEE Rand McNally 


There's a folksy homespun quality about Ellis Credle’s work, both stories 
and pictures, that pulls it out of the average rut. Here's another poor white story 
of the vain efforts to sell a pig that would not get fat, and of how that pis (nature 
was contradictory to be sure) supplied the need. Not up to her best work, but at that 
good American folk tale.

Boggs, Ralph Steele & THREE GOLDEN ORANGES Longmans, Green 
Davis, Mary Gould And Other Spanish Folk Tales 


* I loved them, and I'm not a folk tale addict. They had a tell-it-again 
quality that proclaims loudly the magic hand of Mary Davis (story-teller of the New 
York Public Library), and one could sense the fact of the material coming first hand 
from the Spanish native folk. There is a racial spirit and color and sense of drama, 
too, that gives fresh flavor to old patterns of folk tales. The pictures by Emma 
Brock are in tune with the text.

Not a particularly significant book, but there is a definite place for a 
book of its type - the story of the happenings at a farm home vacation, where horses 
play an important part in the children's activities. Told as a leisurely recounting 
of events, rather than as conventional fiction. In the course there is a good deal 
of carefully disguised information about riding. Illustrated by Margaret Van Doren.

* Remember Mitty and the doll Mr. Syrup rescued? This second Mitty story is 


a better yarn, and in the account of her adventures visiting the farm, you get a 
fresh sort of farm picture. Delightfully made book with charming pictures by Richard 
Holberg which help lead the small reader along.

MacDonald, George THE FAIRY FLEET Holiday 


Another choice addition to the shelf of beautifully made books, and this 
time a better choice of text than some of this firm's publications. An unfamiliar 
MacDonald tale is a find, even if it isn't MacDonald at his best. Illustrated by 
Stuyvesant Van Veen.

Rounds, Glen OL’ PAUL, The Mighty Logger Holiday 


There's a harmony about this book —- the telling of familiar episodes from 
the Paul Bunyan legend, the homespun look of the paper, the virility of the line 
illustrations that makes this a splendid contribution to the same "fine book shelf".

Stone, Amy Wentworth HERE'S JUGGINS Lothrop, Lee & Shepard 
* A good tale of two small children on (my guess) the Maine coast. The fa- 


ther of Juggins is a lobster fisherman - and there's a mystery running through the 
adventures of Juggins and her small boy playmate concerning the identity of the 
robber of the lobster pots. Illustrated by Hildegarde Woodward. Junior Literary 
Guild - 6, 7, 8 year olds - for July. "Good real aloud material,” which second year 
readers should be able to manage for themselves.

Wood, Esther GREAT SWEEPING DAY Longmans, Green 


A quite charming Japanese story of a small boy who ran away from what would 
correspond to our Spring cleaning, because he frankly didn't want to work — and who 
learned in his adventures in the country and in a small town that work was part of 
the pattern of life. A moral tale, but well done, and with a good picture of various 
aspects of Japanese life.

FOR THE 9 TO 12's - Fiction 


Beard, Patten BILL CORY, Adventurer Whitman 


This is the sort of book thai: I feel does more harm to juvenile taste than 
the average innocuous claptrap of the series books. Adventure — born out of gansster 
and detective heroes, and told as legitimate adventure episodes happening to a young- 
ster.

Good folk material, somewhat more mature in appeal than the Spanish stories 
above, hence placedfor this age group. There's a sea and mountain folk feel to the 
content and the telling that makes them strike a note of authenticity too often ab-— 
sent in the retelling of Seandinavian legends. Illustrated by Laura Bannon. Good 
piece of editorial selection. Good though not inspired translation by Aili Koleh- 
mainen. ( August) $2.

Tousey, Sanford JERRY AND THE PONY EXPRESS Doubleday, Doran 


Jerry had his own pony and a yen to be a pony express rider. He shared 
vicariously in their adventures, and trained his pony for emergencies -— which came 
at the moment of need.

The story of the effort of white engineers to put through a railroad construction job 
in the face of threatening epidemic and native intervention. The plot is thin, and 
depends overmuch on the anthropological elements. Illustrated by Frank Dobias.

Harper, Theodore A, ALLISON'S GIRL Viking 


A mystery story surrounding the identity of an adopted "niece" of a couple 
who try, up to a point, to protect her from knowledge of her rascally father. Frankly, 
I thought the story somewhat much ado about nothing, with a good many elements to add 
excitement that had little bearing on the matter in hand.

When he is stolen from his small 
naster, and sent far away, he escapes with the connivance of the railroad men, and 
makes his way back asain.

Sherman, Edith Bishop THE GAY CHARIOT Longmans, Green 


Another family story, in which six youngsters make their way north from 
Texas in the nondescript car. The mother is dead - the father has disappeared - the 
one last hope for adult supervision seems to be a New Jersey uncle. This is a good 
yarn, and the young people are essentially human, though one feels perhaps that they 
profit too patently by their mistakes.
